principal wilnesses was Franklin 
Haddock. the special plain clothes | 
member of the city police depart- 


ment .who has been working under 
cover for six months past, and who, 
during the course of his investigations 
was on intimate terms with Alderman 
Clarke. 

Of necessity .to the great disap- 
pointment of the crowded court room 
Ilnddock was able to tell of only that | 
part of his inguiries which affected | 
the case against Alderman Clarke, He 
told of some damaging admisions 
made by Clarke, including the! latter's 
statement that Chief Detective Spring- 
er, of the Saskatoon city force, had 
sent burglars to Hdmonton at his 
(Clarke's) request ,and that as a re- 
ward he was to use his influence to- 
wards the appointment of Springer 
as chief ofthe Edmonton police after 
the hoped-for discrediting of Chief 
Hill. 

Was Unknown to Clarke, He Says. | 

From the tenor of Mr. MacKay's 
cross-examination, §t js inferred that 
the defence will undertake to. prove 
that Clarke and his associates knew. 
all along that Haddock was a detec- 
live, but Haddock, although repeated- 
ly questioned, positively declared that 
he knew that such was not the case, 
and that Clarke did not kaew of his 
(Haddock’s) position until the morn- 
ing of the arrest, ' 

Most of the time, in fact, was oc-| 
cupied in cross-examination, but al- 
though Mr, MacKay hurled question 
after question at the four wiitnessesin 
pitiless succession, he did not shake 
to any Material degree the main al- 
legations, 


Heaton’s Story. 

Heaton, one of the three yeggmen, 
who has turned King’s evidence, told’ 
a very straight story, and impr od 
observers that he was telling the 


truth, He spoke o setting a man 
talking to MeMillan, another yess- | 
maw in the Cecil hotel, Pierson, the 


third yeggman, said that “that is one 
of the biggest squeezes in the town,” 
and McMillan said, ‘That is Clarke, | 
the official fixer.” Heaton afterwards 
identified Clarke as the man who was 
talking te MeMillan, Heaton alse told 
of having a conversation in Saska- 
toon in company with McMillan and 
Pierson, when Springer said, “I have 
sot a letter from an alderman in Ed- 
monton. He has got in bad with the 
administration, and wants” three or 
four good men to tear up the town. 
If you get in jail he will dix things 


up.”’ sit 
Mr. MacKay Objects. 

Mr. MacKay objected to this part 
of the evidence, as Clarke was 
present. but Mr. McCaul stated that 
a conspiracy charge is different to 
any other charge, and the ordinary 
rules»ef evidence do not apply. The 
evidence was admitted by Magistrate 
Downes. 

Heaton, incidentally, defined an of- 
ficial fixer as a “man who stands in 
good and fixes up things with the ma- 
xistrate.”” and when Mr,.MacKay shot 
the question, “You think the police 
magistrate was being fixed by some- 
body on the outside?’ Heaton replied 
that he thought such was the case. 
All the “rounders” in town, he said, 
knew that Clarke was the official 
tiixer. 


Two Detectives’ Evidence, 

The other two witnesses were De- 
tectives Effenberger and Cobb, of the 
city force, who swore that they fnad 
seen Clarke on the street in company 
with Pierson and MeMillan., 

For the greater part of the after- 
noon it was a battle of wits between 
Mr, MacKay and the four witnesses, 
with Mr. MaeKay failing to make 
much impression on the case for the 
prosecution, Evidence as to the tap- 
ping of Clarke's telophone wire will 
likely be given this afternoon,

On November 13th I called at 
Clarke's office, He was getting out 
some pamphlets regarding Viging gas, 
and gave me one. He said he thought |

We were standing "e- 
hind Hill, and Clarke said. “inere’s 
Chief il. To see him strutter round 
here you would think he was the own~- 
er of the exhibition, instead of a paid 
servant of the city.’ At other times 
he said Chief Hill was inefficient, and 
“a great detriment to the city; that 
there were a great many empty 
houses on Kinistino avenue owing to 
the clean-up. 

In what way did he mean Chie’ 
Hill was a detriment to the city?

Cross-Examination, 
cross-examination by Mr, Mac- 
Kay, witness was closely questioned 
as to his previous career, He said 
he had previously lived for about © 
year in Winnipeg, where he was 4 
member of the police department.

TO BUY REMOUNTS FOR 


CANADIAN MILITIA 


Col. McRae, Chief Remount Coi- | 
missioner, to Make Tour 
of West. 


WINNIPEG, Man., Dec, 23——Lieut.- 
Col. MoRae, chief remount commis- 
sioner for the Canadian guvernment, 
is in the city arranging for purchases 
of cavairy and artillery horses for the 
Canadian militia. He will be here 
Vor a week, leaving for Calgary next 
Tuesday or Wednesday | 


“It is our intention,’ said Col, Me- 
Rae, “so far as possible, to give the 
owner of every suitable horse in Wes- | 
tern Canada an opportuuny Of sell- 
ing his animal! direct to the govern: | 
ment. We do not intend to buy from 
the dealers or speculavors, at is our 
desire to entirely eliminate the mid- 
dieman and there is no feason why 
any commission or any consideration 
should be paid to anyone on account 
of the sale of any Nose ww the Can- 
adian government, 

“IT am appointing several purchas- 
ing committees of which there will 
be two in Manitoba, three In Saskat- 
chewan and a similar number in Al- 
berta, These purchasing commit- 
tees will cover thelr amcicts very 
thoroughly and will hold sale days 
at sufficient points where.a 10 relieve 
the farmer or horse owner from the 
necessity of taking his horse further 
than 12 or 15 miles to a sales point. 
To give you a more accurate Idea of 
just how thorough the provinces will 
be covered I mighf add that at the 
present time we contemplate holding 
sale days at something over sixty 
points in Manitoba. bor tae second 
contingent we will require fully three 
times as many riding horses as ar- 
tillery horses. 

“The manner in which it Is propos- 
ed to purchase these horses should 
result in paylag the farmer or own- 
er an amount considerably in excess 
of that which he would receive from 
the middleman. However, to make it 
successful, we must have the full co- 
operation of the farmer.”’ 

The following is the specification 
of requirements 

(a)—Riding horses, age 5 years to 


9 years; height 16 hangs to 15,8 
hands; welght 1,000 pounds to 1,150 
pounds. 


(b)—Artillery horses, age 6 years 
to 9 years; height 15 hands to 16 $ 
hands; weight 1100 pounds to 1300 
pounds. 

General requirements—All horses 
must be tested for wind by being gal»! 
loped and punched; all riding horses 
must be ridden for paces, special at- 
tention must be paid to eyes and 
wind. The remount purchaser is the 
sole judge as to sultability,

Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy, minister of mu- 
nicipalities, 
Ald, Hunt Spokesman, 
Alderman Hunt of Calgary acted as 
spokesman for the deputation, point- 
ing out the necessity*for some action 
to relieve the destitution in the pro- 


vince, which was felt more severely 
io the cities than in the rural mu- 
nicipalities, 


He asked that the sum of $150,000 
part of the emergency loan arranged 
by the government, he subverted to 
this cause in the proportion of $50,000 
each for Calgary and Edmonton and 
$15,000 each for Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge, with the balance divided 
throughout the province, 

In reply to the deputation Premier

Men in Cities Without Work, 

The difficulties, according to the 
deputation, were that with the cessa- 
tion. of work on the railways many 
men would come into the eities that 
would have to be looked after. 

Hon. Chas Stewart pointed out that 
during the harvest season it had been 
practically impossible for the tarmers 
to secure the help they required at a 
reasonable wage, and that hac 
men Who are now applying for assist- 
ance availed themselves of these op- 
portunities they would not now be in 
such dire necessity. The governmenr 
today were doing all they possibly 
could for the homesteaders, and had 
up to date expended some $90,000 on 
road work which would pot otherwise 
have been expended had it not been 
to assist the settler, and ‘the possibili- 
ties were that they would expend 
about $140,000 in this same work, 21! 
of which would have to come ont of 
the appropriations for 1916. But the 
money was being expended so that re- 
lef would go where it was most néc- 
essary,

NPW YORK, Dec, 23-—The nations 
of Europe have placed contracts in 
the United States for more than $300,- 
000,000 worth of supplies since che 
begining of the war, according to 
Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
Bethlehem Bteel Corporation, who re- 
turned here today from Engiand 
aboard the steamship Lusitania, Mr. 
Schawb predicted that for this rea- 
son the United States was now at the 
threshold of the “greatest period of 
prosperity it has seen in many years,” 

Mr. Schwag, who sailed for ing- 
land less than a month ago ,dmitted 
that the object of his trip was to can- 
ce! provisional contracts he had made 
with the British government for the 
building of submarines. This he had 
done, he said ,after having been ad- 
vised ‘by Secretary of State Bryan that 
for an American. concen to supply 
submarines to any of the belligerent 
nations would be a violation both in 
letter and in spirit of the noutrality 
of the United States, 

The contracts which he had given 
up, he said. were worth more than 


$18,000,000, but he had been able to| reply was: “It cer
